Zelda games and each and every boss has a 
bit of both. Figuring out their weak spots 
get tougher and tougher. Do you have any 
tips to make it easier finding the right tactics? 

A Actually, we have a few tips on what you 
should remember and what you should 
look out for as you prepare to fight a boss.
